Editor of The Tribune: 
I have read, with considerable in­ 
terest, an article in a late issue of j 
The Tribune wherein you suggest the 
propriety of “burning 
the 
cata­ 
logues” of mail order mercantile es­ 
tablishments and you repeat the of­ 
ten heard arguments 
that 
such 
houses do not contribute 
to 
the 
wealth or prosperity 
of 
neighbor­ 
hoods or communities where their 
rural customers reside. Let us con­ 
sider. 
The mail order bouse is a 
good check on the rapacity of un­ 
scrupulous or dishonest local mer­ 
chants. 
When such know’ that lf 
they set too high a price on goods or 
try in any other way to take advant­ 
age of a customer, MV. Customer will 
send his money to where he can get. a 
more nearly “square deal,’’ theD Mr. 
Merchant will curb his greed and 
“deal square” enough to keep his 
customas. I know this, for I once liv­ 
ed in a town where the local mer­ 
chants combined on high prices and 
robbed the working class right a:id 
left. 
When a St. Paul wholesale 
house put a retail store in the place, 
with an honest, fair dealing man in 
charge, a committee from the other 
merchants approached him wuth sug­ 
gestions that he.joie their “ring.” 
He declined and they threatened to 
“combine 
and 
freeze 
him 
our.” 
“ Please yourselves, gentlem en,” was 
the polite 
reply. 
“Combine 
and 
‘freeze’ as soon as v« u like, but un­ 
derstand that the firm w’hicu I have 
the honor to represent 
owns 
the 
building which I occupy arn*, also are 
rated by Bradstreet at about five mil­ 
lions of dollars. We are here to stay. 
You may sell for w’hat yon can get. 
We 
shall sell at St. Paul 
retail 
prices.” 
Again, and this is commendatory 
of honorable men in the retail trades: 
Almost every merchant can, and will 
meet the price of mail order houses 
when the quality of goods is con­ 
sidered, and the sale is on a cash 
basis. “Bring in your catalogues and 
your cash. I will give you as much 
for your money as any mail order 
house and pay the freight besides. 
Furthermore, I will let you see and 
select the goods before you pay a 
cent.” 
I personally knew a clothing firm 
in Minnesota who kept the sample 
books and catalogues of tw’o of Chi­ 
cago’s largest 
mail 
order houses. 
When a customer came in and began 
to talk “mail order” clothing the po­ 
lite salesman would show the printed 
sample books and request the custom­ 
er to make his selection of cloth, 
show- him the price in the duplicate 
number of the catalogue, then take 
him, books and all. to the pile of 
goods where he would find the dupli­ 
cate of his cloth, well made up and 
marked with a price in plain figures, 
ten or fifteen per cent below that 
named in the mail order catalogue. 
“And, moreover,” 
the 
salesman 
w’ould say, “we guarantee tne work 
and material in that suit. 
If that 
blue cloth fades before it is worn 
out, if it spots, 
streaks 
or 
rips, 
BRING IT BACK and WE WILL 
GIVE YOU A NEW SUIT FOR IT.” 
Of course, with some people, the 
Bible proverb is true: “A prophet Is 
not without honor save in his own 
country.” If a thing is bought at a 
retail store in Chicago it must be 
better, even if made in the same fac­ 
tory, than if bought from the home 
merchant.
